1990-1997 

In  1990,  a  new  President  was  hired  to  take  the 
reins  as  President  of  Montclair  State  College.  With 
a  vision  of  leading  Montclair  State  into  the  21st 
Century,  he  sought  to  transform  the  College  into 
something  greater  than  it  was.  Determined  to 
obtain  University  status  for  the  institution.  Dr. 
Reid  oversaw^  numerous  renovations  for  the  Col- 
lege, including  improvements  in  the  library, 
Morehead  Hall,  and  Russ  Hall,  as  well  as  the 
construction  of  a  new  academic  building. 

Morehead  Hall  changed  from  a  building  of  class- 
rooms into  the  Academic  Success  Center.  Russ 
Hall  returned  to  its  roots  as  a  residence  hall.  The 
"B  Building",  as  it  w^as  originally  known,  became 
Dickson  Hall,  home  to  the  College  of  Humanities 
and  Social  Sciences  and  many  classrooms,  com- 
puter labs,  language  labs,  and  offices.  Finally,  Dr. 
Reid  instituted  a  partnership  with  Floyd  Hall  En- 
terprises to  build  a  minor  league  baseball 
stadium  and  an  ice  rink,  both  of 
w^hich  could  be  used  by  Montclair 
State  students  and  athletic  teams. 
All  of  these  endeavors  were  part  of 
the  Vision  2008  plan,  which  sought 
to  lead  Montclair  into  its  next  100 
years  of  existence. 

Dr.  Reid  departed  MSU  to  become 
the  president  of  Wayne  State  Uni- 
versity in  Michigan  after  serving  as 
our  President  for  eight  years.  Few 
doubt  that  the  value  of  a  Montclair 
State  diploma  increased  during  his 
term  as  President.

Dr.  Waters  has  spent  twenty-five  years  in  the  field  of 
igher  education,  beginning  with  a  term  as  an  English 
rofessor.  Dr.  Waters  has  spent  the  last  fourteen  years  at 
lontclair  State,  holding  the  positions  of  Deputy  Provost 
id  Vice  President  for  Institutional  Advancement,  as  well 
5  Interim  President.

With  the  departure  of  Dr.  Lee  Wilcox  to 
Georgia  Tech  at  the  end  of  the  1996-1997 
academic  year,  the  Vice  President  of  Student 
Development  and  Campus  Life  position 
became  vacant.  While  Dean  of  Students 
Helen  Matusow-Ayres  (see  page  24)  filled  in 
as  Interim  Vice  President,  a  search  commit- 
tee conducted  a  nationwide  hunt  for  the  best 
possible  candidate  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Dr.  Pennington  arrived  at  MSU  midway 
through  the  fall  semester,  and  immediately 
her  presence  was  known.  While  many  stu- 
dents were  not  even  aware  of  who  she  was. 
Dr.  Pennington  immediately  began  to  take 
an  active  interest  in  the  student  life  at  MSU. 
Whether  at  an  open  forum  on  the  benefits 
and  liabilities  of  Greek  organizations  or 
roaming  the  corridors  of  the  Student  Center, 
Dr.  Pennington  has  been  a  visible  reminder 
of  the  importance  and  significance  of  cam- 
pus life,  as  well  as  the  embodiment  of  the 
belief  that  students  are  an  integral  part  of 
university  life. 

Besides  maintaining  her  visibility  among 
students.  Dr.  Pennington  is  known  for  her 
quick  smile  and  her  open  office  doors.  This 
Vice  President  makes  it  a  point  to  exhibit  a 
friendliness  foreign  to  many  others  who  hold 
similar  positions. 

After  arriving  at  Montclair,  Dr.  Pemiington 
had  resided  in  Bohn  Hall  for  a  few  months. 
While  also  experiencing  a  more  student-like 
perspective  to  campus,  she  became  subject 
to  the  same  fire  alarms  and  noise  as  other 
campus  residents.  This  undoubtedly  gave 
her  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  issues 
facing  students.  She  used  this  greater  un- 
derstanding to  help  students,  focusing  on 
what  students,  rather  than  the  administra- 
tors, see  as  the  real  issues,  concerns,  and 
problems.

Inaugural  Year  at  MSU 
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When  a  student  walks  into  the  office  of  an  admin- 
istrator, the  student  expects  the  office  to  be  very 
formal,  perhaps  to  the  extent  that  it  seems  stuffy  to  the 
student.  This  couldn't  be  less  true  with  Vice  President 
Pennington.  Her  office,  while  maintaining  a  profes- 
sional atmosphere,  is  adorned  with  knickknacks,  toys, 
and  even  a  bottle  of  bubbles. 

One  needn't  be  in  Dr.  Pennington's  office  to  see  that 
she  is  not  the  typical  administrator,  though.  Dr. 
Pennington  has  also  brought  her  friendliness  out  to 
the  campus.  For  instance,  while  judging  the  Greek 
Week  Talent  Show,  Dr.  Pennington  wore  a  pin  which 
read,  "We're  all  in  this  together!"  No  doubt  a  re- 
minder to  the  students  of  MSU,  and  to  the  Greek 
community,  who  in  general  believe  the  administra- 
tion is  engaged  in  an  "us  versus  them"  war,  the  pin 
illustrated  our  Vice  President's  determination  to  work 
with  the  students,  rather  than  against  or  despite  them. 
A  welcome  change  to  other  aspects  of  the  administra- 
tion. Dr.  Pennington  has  stressed,  through  action  and 
interaction,  that  she  is  someone  that  the  students  can 
look  to  for  support. 

Before  one  dismisses  Dr.  Pennington  because  of  her 
toys,  though,  one  must  look  at  the  business  side  of  Dr. 
Pennington.  Dr.  Pennington  came  to  Montclair  State 


with  the  goal  of  improving  the  campus,  especially  for 
the  students.  Having  served  in  the  State  University  of 
New  York  system  for  well  over  a  decade,  she  has  been 
responsible  for  residence  life,  college  activities,  and 
student  life.  Coming  to  Montclair  State,  Dr. 
Pennington  wanted  to  assess  the  needs  of  the  campus 
before  she  made  any  major  changes. 

A  major  aspect  of  her  approach  is  gaining  student 
feedback.  Upon  coming  to  campus.  Dr.  Pennington 
visited  the  campus  dining  halls,  inviting  students  to 
sit  with  her  as  they  ate.  In  this  way,  she  was  able  to 
capture  some  personal  feedback  and  learn  what  the 
real  student  concerns  are.  "We  can  spend  a  lot  of  time 
making  decisions  based  on  what  (the  university  ad- 
ministrators) think,"  Dr.  Pennington  has  said.  "But  if 
we're  not  out  there  asking  the  students  questions, 
we're  wasting  time,  effort,  and  money." 

While  only  time  will  tell  how  effective  Dr. 
Pennington  is  regarding  improving  student  life,  her 
friendliness,  her  open-door  policy,  and  her  support  of 
students  and  student  life  will  no  doubt  become  en- 
dearing qualities  for  the  students.  These  traits  will 
serve  her  well  as  she  works  to  improve  student  life,  an 
area  that  is  never  good  enough,  as  every  student 
knows. 
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Dean  OF 
Students 

About  four  years  ago.  Dr.  Helen  Matusow-Ayres  came 
to  MSU  and  to  the  office  of  Student  Development  and 
Campus  Life.  Filling  a  vacancy  in  the  postion  of  Dean  of 
Students,  Dr.  Matusow-Ayres  arrived  at  Montclair  State 
from  New  Jersey  Institute  of  Technology,  where  she  had 
also  served  as  Dean  of  Students.  "Dean  Helen,"  as  she  is 
more  commonly  known,  has  been  a  visible  part  of  MSU  in 
the  time  she  has  spent  here. 

Dean  Helen  has  been  involved  in  numerous  aspects  of 
student  life.  Her  contact  with  students  has  been  in  numer- 
ous capacities,  and  has  covered  a  wide  spectrum  of  roles. 
Whether  by  consoling  and  counseling  homesick  fresh- 
men, teaching  Freshman  Seminar  classes,  or  advising 
students  and  groups  of  students.  Dean  Helen  is  a  widely 
recognized  face  among  the  student  body. 

Dean  Helen  has  been  employed  in  student  affairs  for  the 
past  20  years,  including  her  four  years  at  MSU.  In  her  time 
at  Montclair,  Dean  Helen  has  been  the  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  Administative  Advisor.  She  supervises 
nine  "student  service  areas"  of  campus  life,  including 
Greek  Life,  Multicultural  programs.  International  Ser- 
vices, Campus  Recreation  and  Intramurals,  Student  Ac- 
tivities, the  Women's  Center,  the  Health  Center,  and  Psy- 
chological Services.  She  also  serves  as  the  campus 
liaison  to  the  Campus  Ministry  Council.  Among  her  more 
notable  accomplishments  at  MSU  have  been  the  creation 
of  the  New  Student  Experience  Office,  the  formation  of  the 
Student  Development  and  Campus  Life  Disciplinary  Hear- 
ing Committee,  and  the  development  of  a  campus-wide 
Crisis  Management  Policy.  Under  her  leadership,  the 
number  of  sections  of  the  Freshman  Seminar  class  has 
doubled.  Dean  Helen  also  briefly  became  "Vice  President 
Helen,"  as  she  had  served  as  Interim  Vice  President  of 
Student  Development  of  Campus  Life  from  the  time  Dr. 
Wilcox  left  MSU  until  Dr.  Pennington  took  office  as  the 
new  Vice  President.

Other  Greeks,  though,  took  an  opposite  point  of  view,  and 
aid  that  the  labels  were  the  truth,  whether  the  individual 
rganizations  would  like  to  admit  it  or  not.  Rather  than 
greeing  with  the  opinion  that  Dean  Harris  \\'as  "racist,"  as 
ne  Greek  said,  these  indi\iduals  saw  Dean  Harris  as  a  victim 
f  a  witch-hunt.  Furthermore,  these  students  added,  one 
eed  only  look  to  the  steps  Dean  Harris  has  taken  to  tr\'  to 
Uminate  racism  on  campus  to  pro\'e  that  he  is  not  preju- 
iced. 

In  the  end,  though.  Dean  Harris  promised  to  remo\'e  the 
ibels,  which  he  stated  were  put  on  bv  a  graduate  assistant 
/ho  was  not  a  Greek  and  not  familiar  with  Greek  organiza- 
ons.  The  labeling.  Dean  Harris  added,  was  done  many 
ears  ago,  and  the  files  were  simplv  updated  bv  later  gradu- 


Of  the  man\'  people  in\'ol\'ed  in  student  life.  Dr. 
James  Harris  is  one  of  the  most  widely  recognized. 
Having  done  his  undergraduate  studies  at  Montclair 
State,  Dean  Harris  has  a  unique  perspective  on  stu- 1 
dent  life,  since  he  has  experienced  it  firsthand  and  has 
taken  on  an  administrative  role  as  well,  assuming 
both  roles  on  the  same  campus. 

As  Associate  Dean  of  Students,  Dean  Harris  has 
been  a  controversial  figure  on  campus.  While  some 
students  love  him,  and  some  students  hate  him.  Dean 
Harris  has  been  unwavering  in  his  convictions.  Even 
when  faced  with  strong  adversity  from  a  body  of 
campus  leaders.  Dean  Harris  has  stood  his  ground. 
The  subject  of  many  Montclarion  articles,  columns, 
and  main  editorials.  Dean  Harris  has  weathered 
numerous  storms  during  his  tenure  at  MSU. 

As  an  example,  this  past  year,  a  controversy  erupted 
over  the  "Dean  Harris  Greek  Files."  Due  to  a  rrdx-up 
when  offices  were  moved,  a  file  cabinet  containing 
files  on  Greek  organizations  ended  up  in  the  hands  of 
members  of  the  Montclarion  staff,  as  well  as  other 
student  leaders.  The  files  of  each  organization  were 
classified  by  racial  make-up,  with  the  name  of  the 
organization  being  underscored  by  a  description  of 
the  organization  as  "predominantlv"  black.  Latino, 
or  white.  The  resulting  controversy  became  an  issue 
w'ithin  the  Greek  commimity,  as  many  Greeks  re- 
minded Dean  Harris  that  they  did  not  label  them- 
selves in  such  a  way,  and  that  many  of  the  character- 
izations were  not  fair  or  even  accurate. 

ate  assistants.  Dean  Harris  said  he  was  unaware  that  the 
files  were  even  labeled,  but  since  it  caused  such  a 
controversv  over  something  so  benign,  the  labels  would 
be  remo\'ed  shortly. 

Although  well  known  for  the  controversy  he  seems  to 
bring  upon  l"dmself ,  Dean  Harris  is  also  known  for  being 
a  friendly  administrator.  Dean  Harris  is  often  seen 
surrounded  by  students,  introducing  students  to  each 
other.  He  is  even  known  for  walking  into  the  Student 
Center  Cafeteria  and  sitting  down  at  a  table  filled  with 
students  to  have  a  discussion  on  what  they  would  Uke 
to  see  improved  or  what  they  feel  about  a  certain 
proposal.  With  actions  Uke  these,  it  is  no  small  wonder 
that  many  students  feel  Dean  Harris  is  a  beneficial 
aspect  of  the  division  of  Student  Development  and 
Campus  Life,  despite  the  contiovers\^  that  always  seems 
to  surround  him. 
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The  crack  of  the  bat  as  it  connects  with  its 
round  target.  The  clang  of  the  rim  just  before  the 
basketball  swishes  home.  The  patter  of  the  feet  of 
the  runner  trying  to  pass  the  leader  as  the  pack 
rounds  the  last  corner  of  the  race.  The  grunt  of 
the  athlete  as  he  pins  his  opponent  to  the  mat  for 
the  victory.  The  roar  of  the  crowd  in  triumph... or 
the  silence  that  accompanies  the  agony  of  defeat. 

Nothing  has  the  ability  to  unite  a  campus  the 
way  sports  do.  While  sports  do  not  play  as  large 
a  role  at  Montclair  as  they  do  at  some  other 
schools,  they  are  still  an  important  part  of  the 
University.  For  proof  of  the  excitement  that 
sports  can  create,  one  need  only  to  attend  the 
Homecoming  football  game.  The  stands  are 
almost  completely  packed,  and  a  wave  of  excite- 
ment can  be  felt  throughout  the  game. 

Far  from  being  the  only  sport,  football  is  just 
one  of  many.  In  fact,  the  base- 
ball team  and  softball  team  may 


be  on  the  verge  of  jumping  to 
NCAA  Division  I  or  II  classifica- 
tion, due  to  their  history  of  suc- 
cess at  their  current  level  of  com- 
petition. 

Regardless  of  their  win-loss  record,  though, 
the  athletes  of  MSU  share  common  traits:  dedica- 
tion, school  spirit,  and  the  competitive  drive. 
These  students  willingly  promote  the  name  of 
Montclair  State  throughout  the  region,  while 
simultaneously  unifying  the  campus. 

No  one  on  this  campus  could  honestly  say  that 
they  agree  with  everyone  else  on  any  given  sub- 
ject. But  when  we're  put  together  on  the  arena  of 
a  sports  competition,  we  are  together.  Even 
those  not  physically  there  are  with  us  in  spirit. 
For  a  few  hours  at  least,  we  can  all  agree  on  one 
thing-  that  MSU  should  win.  For  that  reason,  if 
for  no  other,  athletics  are  an  intrinsic  part  of 
college  life.

The  Organization  of  Students  for  African  Unity 
is  perhaps  the  largest  student  organization  on 
campus.  With  a  membership  of  approximately 
250  undergraduates,  it  proves  to  be  a  strong  force 
in  campus  life.  OSAU,  as  it  is  more  commonly 
known,  has  a  tradition  of  hosting  a  variety  of 
events,  ranging  from  parties  in  the  Ballrooms  of 
the  Student  Center  to  concerts  held  by  its  popular 
and  talented  Gospel  Choir. 

OSAU  seeks  to  educate  the  campus  of  Mont- 
clair  State  University  about  African  and  African- 
American  culture.  The  organization  strives  to 
form  an  appreciation  and  understanding  of  the 
contributions  made  by  Africans  and  African- 
Americans  in  the  world  surrounding  us,  by  bring- 
ing to  the  attention  of  the  campus  the  rich  heritage 
and  historic  accomplishments  of  African- Ameri- 
cans. 

One  of  the  annual  programs  sponsored  by 
OSAU  is  the  celebration  of  Black  History  Month, 
which  serves  to  highlight  the  contributions  and 
struggles  of  African- Americans  in  American  his- 
tor\^  OSAU  also  hosts  the  Harvest  Ball,  a  gala 
occasion  that  reflects  back  on  the  time  when  the 
autumn  harv^est  culminated  in  thanksgiving  and 
celebration.  In  addition,  OSAU  celebrates 
Kwanzaa  in  December  of  each  year,  and  ends 
each  academic  year  with  the  Paul  Robeson  Ban- 
quet. The  latter  is  open  to  all  members  of  the 
campus  community,  rather  than  being  an  exclu- 
sive event  for  the  members  of  the  organization,  as 
many  other  organizations'  banquets  are.  Finally, 
OSAU  is  well-known  for  its  dance  troupe,  a  group 
of  talented  individuals  who  celebrate  African  cul- 
ture through  traditional  dance. 

OSAU  traces  its  roots  at  MSU  back  30  years,  and 
at  one  point  was  known  as  Black  Organization  for 
Student  Success.  It  changed  its  name  to  the  cur- 
rent one  in  order  to  better  promote  the  unity  of  all 
races,  supporting  the  traditions  and  ideals  of  all 
people  of  color.

Players  is  one  of  the  more  visible  Class 
One  Organizations,  despite  having  one  of 
the  smallest  budgets  of  all  Class  Ones. 
Players  offers  a  unique  opportunity  to  the 
students  at  Montclair  State,  as  the  organi- 
zation provides  a  creative  outlet  for  those 
interested  in  the  many  facets  of  theater 
and  theater  production. 

The  organization  differs  from  the  Drama 
department  in  two  important  ways.  First, 
the  participants  do  not  need  to  be  Theater 
majors,  but  can  major  in  any  other  field.

Bohn  Hall  is  the  tallest  residence  hall  on  campus  and 
was  built  in  1971 .  It  has  both  classrooms  and  dorm 
rooms.  Bohn  is  known  for  its  numerous  fire  alarms. 
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Stone  Hall,  built  in  1958,  has  been 
co-ed  since  1993.  It  has  served  as 
a  residence  hall  for  more  consecu- 
tive years  than  any  other  residence 
hall  on  campus. 


Webster  Hall,  built  in  1962.  is  the 
only  all-female  dormitory  on  campus 
and  houses  about  90  females. 
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The  Clove  Road  Apartments  offer 
upperclassmen  tfie  convenience 
of  living  on  campus  with  more  ot 
the  freedoms  provided  by  off-caii ; 
pus  housing .  Each  apartment  coi  i  - 
sists  of  two  bedrooms,  a  bath- 
room, a  kitchen,  and  a  living  room. 


INSIDE  THE  TYPICAL  ROOM 
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Russ  Hall  was  recently  renovated  and  returned  to  its 
roots  as  a  residence  hall.  In  order  to  live  there, 
students  must  be  selected  through  an  application 
process.  This  was  the  first  year  students  were  able  to 
live  in  the  dormitory  since  its  renovation. 


Freeman  Hall  has  seven  floors  and  is  located  at  the  southern  end  of  campus.  It  was  built  in  1963 
and  houses  another  cafeteria. 
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The  Student  Center  is  the  home  of 
numerous  services  and  offices.  The  of- 
fices for  the  Vice  President  of  Student 
Development  and  Campus  Life  and  the 
Dean  of  Students  are  located  on  the 
fourth  floor,  and  the  SGA  and  the  other 
student  organizations  are  located  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  Annex.  The  Student 
Center  also  has  the  Cafeteria,  the  "Ratt", 
the  C-Store,  and  the  bookstore,  as  v^ell 
as  a  small  computer  lab  and  numerous 
rooms  for  meetings. 


Partridge  Hall  serves  as  the  home 
of  the  School  of  Business.  Within 
Partridge  Hall  is  one  of  the  larger 
computer  labs  on  campus,  located  on 
the  first  floor  of  the  building.  The 
building  is  used  by  such  majors  as 
Accounting,  Information  Sciences, 
Finance,  and  Marketing.  The  lower 
floors  of  the  building  contain  class- 
rooms, while  the  top  floor  serves  as 
administrative  offices. 
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Finley  Hall  and  Mallory  Hall  an 

joined  by  a  bridge  connecting  them 
on  the  second  floor.  Mallory  is  used- 
by  many  different  departments  and  i 
classes,  ranging  from  Political  Science 
to  Biology.  Finley  is  used  mainly  b) 
the  natural  sciences  majors.  Biolog) 
and  Chemistry  labs  are  found  on  the 
second  floors  of  both  buildings  anc 
on  the  third  floor  of  Finley.  Finle) 
Hall  is  also  used  by  such  majors  a; 
Human  Ecology  and  Industrial  Tech 
nology  Education. 


Memorial  Auditorium  and  Life  Hall 

serve  as  the  home  to  the  Theater  and 
5roadcasting  departments.  Life  Hall 
las  a  dance  studio  located  inside  of  it, 
n  addition  to  numerous  classrooms. 
Memorial  Auditorium  is  used  by  the 
Theater  Department  for  putting  on  per- 
ormances  throughout  the  year,  and 
erves  a  secondary  role  for  holding 
)ther  events  cind  concerts  that  take  place 
hroughout  the  year. 


McEachem  Music  Building 

serves  as  the  home  of  the  music 
department.  Every  Wednesday 
at  noon  the  building  is  filled 
with  music  from  the  weekly  re- 
cital. Passersby  are  regularly 
greeted  by  music  or  singing,  as 
it  is  common  for  the  music  from 
rehearsals  and  practices  to  float 
out  of  the  building. 


Richardson  Hall  is  home  to  the 
College  of  Science  and  Mathemat- 
ics. In  particular,  the  Computer 
Science,  Math,  and  Physics  ma- 
jors dwell  within  Richardson.  The 
building  contains  numerous  com- 
puter and  science  labs.  With  ex- 
pansion efforts  underway,  which 
will  enlarge  the  building  signifi- 
cantly, Richardson  Hall  looks  for- 
ward to  a  bright  future  as  a  state- 
of-the-art  facility. 
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Dickson  Hall  remains  the  newest 
academic  building  on  campus.  Built  in 
the  early  1990s,  Dickson  serves  as  the 
home  of  the  College  of  Humanities  and 
Social  Sciences.  Besides  several  com- 
puter labs,  language  labs,  and  writing 
labs,  Dickson  also  has  a  faculty  lounge 
and  the  Brantl  Lecture  Hall,  which  can 
be  used  for  both  large,  lecture-style 
classes  and  for  hosting  speakers  on  cam- 
pus. 


Sprague  Library  is  a  building  with 
which  all  students  must  become  fa- 
miliar at  one  point  or  another  during 
their  time  at  Montclair  State.  Serving 
not  just  as  a  center  for  research,  the 
Library  also  serves  as  a  quiet  area  for 
studying  or  as  a  place  to  relax  be- 
tween classes.  Inside  the  Library  are 
viewing  and  listening  rooms  for  video 
and  audio  tapes  and  one  of  the  most 
popular  computer  labs  on  campus. 
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Calcia  Hall  serves  as  the  home  of 
the  School  of  the  Arts.  The  building 
serves  as  the  home  of  such  diverse 
fields  as  photography,  sculpting,  and 
drawing.  Inside  Calcia  is  a  photogra- 
phy studio,  with  darkroom,  as  well  as 
a  sculpting  studio.  The  hallways  and 
the  exterior  of  Calcia  are  marked  by 
various  pieces  of  art,  created  by  stu- 
dents and  put  on  display  for  the  col- 
lege community. 


College  Hall  is  the  original  academic 
building  for  the  University.  The  central 
bell  tower  of  the  building  has  sei-ved  as  the 
5\Tnbol  for  the  University'  since  its  incep- 
tion in  1908.  Although  the  building  origi- 
nally was  filled  by  classrooms  as  well  as 
administrative  offices.  College  Hall  now 
5er\'es  Montclair  State  mainly  as  an  ad- 
ministi-ative  building.  In  keeping  with  its 
roots,  though,  the  building  contains  sev- 
eral classrooms.  The  rest  of  the  building 
-louses  such  offices  as  the  Office  of  the 
President,  the  offices  of  numerous  Vice 
I'residents,  the  bursar,  and  the  reristrar, 
Tiaking  it  a  building  that  many  students 
iread  entering. 


Morehead  Hall  originally  served 
Montclair  State  as  a  high  school  in 
which  future  teachers  taught  high 
school  students,  gaining  valuable 
hands-on  experience.  Today, 
Morehead  acts  as  the  Academic  Suc- 
cess Center,  now  that  its  renovation 
ft-om  an  academic  building  is  com- 
plete. In  its  current  role,  the  bmlding 
takes  on  numerous  responsibilities, 
serving  as  the  home  of  academic  ad- 
vising, cooperative  education,  and 
career  services,  among  others. 

ChapinHall  originally  ser\'ed 
as  a  a  residence  hall,  but  now 
serves  as  an  academic  building. 
Students  today  can  see  evidence 
of  the  building's  original  pur- 
pose whenever  they  enter  the 
bathrooms,  in  which  showers 
still  remain.  Today,  the  build- 
ing is  used  mainly  by  the  Col- 
lege of  Education,  and  is  home 
to  numerous  classrooms  and  a 
computer  lab.
